Only tt day after he recommended that the United States spend S475.000,000 for the 
relief of Germany alone over tlic 18-month period beRinning Inst Jan. 1, he was called to 
give his view before the house foreign affairs committee on a proposed bill to expend ?350,-

Hoover con- 
tends that relief for the other 
European countries should not 
be put at higher levels thnn 
those he recommended for 
G(>rmany and Austria.

Boise, auditor of the state liquor act-up, said here today there Is lio evidence 
that the Twin Falls liquor store was involved in the miasing stamps, but declared a bulle- 
tin issued to liquor store managers Dec. 18, 104G, by E. P. Horsfnll, former sUite superin- 
tendent, read : "No doubt some 
of you have, and will be, ap- 
proached by bootleggers who 
are anxious to buy the seals 
and apply them to bootlegged 
merchandise. This Is strictly 
against the law and you will 
be held re.spon,sibIe for out- 
siders getting them." 

County Attorney Everett M. 
Sweelcy commented that these 
sales had "put the law enforcement 
officers In a bad predicament." He 
sold one of the main polnta In his 
pending case against Dale Wlld- 
man, operator of the Turf club,, 
stems from the fact that l&i bot- 
tles of liquor confiscated tt the 
Turf club Feb. 11 bore no Idaho 
state itomiu.

EFFICIENCY IN DEMOCRACY 

The hlBtory of the govcminent war agen- 
cies, which President Roosevelt ordered writ- 
ten In 1842, la' now— at least arounil. Waah' 
Ington — In circulation. A newspaper digest 
Indicates the volume, called "The United 
States at War." might well be subtitled "Thi 
Battle of Washln^n." For It contains blow- 
by-blow accounts of many ot the Inter- 
agency flghtj that disturbed the tense war- 
time capital. 

The book seems to give a good deal of at- 
tention to the quarrelfl with WPB and be- 
tween WPB and the army and navy. Also 
recorded are those other famous feuds be- 
tween war manpower and selective service, 
and between OWI and the state department, 

ITiere i» eonaiderable criticism of armed- 
Bcrrtce procurement for not knowing exactly 
■what It wanted, and for concentratlntt on less 
neceasaij^tems at the expense of badly need' 
ed materiel. WPB Is rapped ^or "palace poll- 
tics," with, its struggle for power between 
"atrong men," and for deferring too readily 
to army-navy pressure. 

Seen In perspective those squabbles make 
one wonder how, In iplte of them, we were 
able to win the war of production against 
Oermany and Japan. 

But the enemy also had troubles. Not only 
bombs, but "palace politics" and difference 
of opinion and personality as bitter as ours. 
That seems clearly to have been the cose In 
Oermany. 

A recent statement by the former head of 
Nazi air research changes the traditional pic- 
ture of the thorough, orderly German mind. 
Research, says this statement, had plenty of 
money and equipment but no official sym- 
pathy. The Intuitive Hitler dlstnutcd the 
scientists. Slavish underlings aped him, while 
government factions and rivalries helped 
stifle scientific research. 

We had ractions and rivalries, too, but they 
were aired by the press and commented on 
without fear. Public opinion was Informed 
and free to apeok. And public opinion count- 
ed, even In the rather undemocratic process 
of supplying and conducting a war. . 

Freedom had a practical, advantage over 
fear. This Is borne out In Interesting testi- 
mony given by Albert Bpeer, the last Naal pro- 
duction boss. 

Replying to on American questioner's re- 
mark that "we had too much criticism" in 
America. Speer said: 

"It is better to have too much criticism 
than none. . . . Free criticism . . . eliminates 
its own dangers. . . . However, irtien the gov- 
erned . . . have lost the Impulse to report to 
their superiors, then the danger of mental 
Isolation at the top becomes very great, and 
the true effect of the orders that have been 
given^ease to be known there." 

ThaC is the practical opinion of on appar- 
ently smart Nazi. And with It he explodes the 
myth of the efficiency of a dictatorship In 
wartime. It was TJemocracy, not dictatorship, 
which kept a vigilant watch with a strong 
light, which exposed petty rivalries and dam- 
aging Jealousies, forced a change for the bet- 
ter, and In the end proved more efficient. 



RUSSIAN LULLABY 



A threodbare trvlspi has It that people are 
pretty much the same the world over. If that 
is so, we'd like to try out the state depart- 
ment's first hour-long broadcast to Russia on 
American listeners and have Mr. Hooper or 
Mr. Crosslcy rate their reactions. 

Our guess Is, ofter reading a printed Eng- 
lish translation of the lead-off program, that 
few Americans would have been listening at 
the finish. And we can well Imagine a similar 
reaction in Russia— unless some pretty dull 
English copy comes out sparkling and dra- 
matic In the Russian language. 

This much is certain. A few programs like 
the first one should counteract the frequent 
statements by Russian writers that Americans 
are a Jazz-mod, movie-mad, money-mod tribe. 
The sprightllcst visible part of. the state de- 
partment's radio premlerft— aside from re- 
cordings of "Turkey In the Straw" and "Night 
and Day"— was a discourse on pyrtbentamine. 
the new synthetic chemical treatment for hay 
fever and similar allergies. 

It may have been a cold night in Russia, 
and the hay fever season may have been seven 
months away, but they got the detailed, 
polysyllabic works on pKlbenzamlne. At the 
end the listeners were told that "at the pres- 
ent time pyrlbenzamlne Is being produced in 
limited quantities and-ls released only on de- 
mand by a physlclan." 

Wb don't mean to put undue emphasis on 
this part of the broadcast There were also 
news dispatches, a long, instructive talk on 
tbe structure of the United SUtes government 
(first of a series) , another learned description 
or a new nftthod of photographing the infro- 
rtd spectrum of stars, and two more musical 
MlectloDs.

All this travel was private and 
not In the line of official duty. 

By a theory having a faint color 
of legality, Morgenthau got away 
with It although there was a direct 
precedent on which ha could have 
been made to pay. An AP dispatch 
from Daytona Beach in June. iBtS, 
reported that his wife hod been dU- 
chargfd from an army infirmary 
after two months' Immurement. 
Such (acuities ordinarily are not 
available to clvlllana or their wlvei 
and Mrs. Morgenthau was not pub- 
licly known to be a member of any 
of the dlsUff auxiliaries.

al parks. Indicates a probability that 
Ickes did not overcharge himself In 
the matter o( the memorial pa pen. 
He might not have charged htnuelf 
quite enough and might fairly be 
asked to Justify the price he did poy, 

The bulk of Ickea' material and 
tho amount, nature and cost of the 
work of preparing It we are left in 
doubt about. A man who would 
acrvpulously r*cord a chorge of "aer- 
mon, tSO" In the cost of his wife's 
funeral should be equally careful to 
pay something for the clerical work, 
although the temptation to bill him- 
self In greab moderation may be 
considered. 

Like a man operating on himself, 
Mr. Ickes might have flinched, even 
If he paid till It hurt, he may have 
been hypcr-senslUye. 

Morgenthau has been more con- 
fiding about his diaries. We ore told 
that there ore ah-eady more than 
COO bound volumes of about 300 
pages each, with more to come, and 
that the record Includes trahscripU 
of conferences and recordings of 
telephone calb. The paper alone 
would be a respectable Item, much 
of It consumed when even the 
burtauaata were using both aides 
and single - spacing their propa- 
ganda (or economy's sske. 

The cwl of the labor 'would In- 
spire not mere respect but awe and 
If wt may uso the intcmol revc 
cold-blooded approach to the

Mr. Morgenthau took a cold view 
of perquliltts of employment luch 
OS company cars and houses provid- 
ed, for executives and chined to 
corporate costs as operating expense.

Although some political idveriar-

After all. they were not one great

If all such matters are down 
Morgenthau's and other records, the 
recovery of the files should be mon

On a sober note, though, we have 
here a horrid and alarming sugges- 
tion of eaves -dropping. There have 
been some disquieting violations of 
confidence already In the huty com- 
mercial memohi of opporiunlats In 
place. Ihe slurs against Winston 
Churchill, based on social encounters 
which ha did not seek and couldn't 
avoid with people whom ha other- 
wise never would have consented to 
meet, have been unanswerable bc- 
the authors were beneath his 
dignity. It Is too bad thst the United 
States had to start this In the world. 

Tliis sort of thing could seriously 
affect the willingness of cllliens to 
accept public service, even In state 
governments. It Is a comipllon that 
should be repudiated by the PresI' 
dent now and all his subordinates. 

When Al Smith uld "let'a look at 
the record" be meant the public 
record, not Intimate conversations, 
susceptible of doctoring; which were 
undenstood by tha victim to ba "off 
the record."
